Sierra Madre Feels 
Series of Quakes 

Sierra Madre residents felt the 
earthquake shocks distinctly Fri- 
r-ay morning, which were general 
over Southern and Central Cali¬ 
fornia, minor shocks continuing 
for some days after. The greatest 
damage done was caused by earth 
slides which broke the Los An¬ 
geles Aqueduct In the Owens Val¬ 
ley. 

Huge boulders rolled down the 
mountainside over an area about 
10 miles long, one tearing about 
feet of the roof of the via¬ 
duct and some five feet of the 
sidewall, releasing about half the 
water flow' and spilling 100,000

American reaction was to make 
the Germans dig a grave for each 
one; make him sit in the grave 
with the corpse and pl^ce flowers 
in the grave.

If we C3n suc¬ 
ceed before the dry season reaches 
us, it cannot help but prevent 
i fires. Call the fire department 
now and have them advise you on 
i getting rid of that pile of in- 
i flammable materials. You maj 
have a lot of stuff in the garage, 

[ the basement or piled up on the 
outside that will not do you nor 
the neighborhood any good. Let's 
eliminate it from the premises. 
Eradicating these nuisances will 
be preventing fires. 

During the past week the as¬ 
signed six man crews have been 
following their instructions. Drills 
have been conducted under the j 
leadership of the appointed Cap¬ 
tains. All declare the arrange¬ 
ment of great value in learning 
the workings of the fire equip¬ 
ment. This means that each 
member of the department must 
give more time to this work. 
Rather than the semi-monthly 
drills that have been the usual 
routine for many vears, it means 
more evenings. Wives of those 
who give so much time must 
be consoled by knowing that the 
work is of vital importance to 
the safety of the community. 
Manv of the firemen are inter¬ 
ested in other civic activities, but 
most feel that fire fighting is of 
first concern. 

Among those who are assist¬ 
ing Clarence Huntslnger and his 
committee with the construction 
of the Recreation building at the 
city grounds, will be found sev¬ 
eral members of the fire depart¬ 
ment. Vem Udell with his bull¬ 
dozer showed them how to move 
a lot of dirt without the use of 
shovels, which was a great re'ief 
to fellows who hated to think 
of the idea. Several good shoves 
and the place was full. 

Other prominent firemen seen 
around the construction are “Sil¬ 
ent” Spears. Bill Estes and Owen 
Klggins. These fellows are able 
to swing a mean hammer and 
they can hit the "Nail on the 
head.”

An alfalfa and wheat flour mix¬ 
ture baked into hotcakes. bread 
and cookies provided an unusual 
breakfast served yesterday to Dr. 
George P. Clements, veteran agri¬ 
cultural counsellor of the Los An¬ 
geles Chamber of Commerce. 

It was dished up by his friend, 
Frank W. Bower, food research 
chemist of Sierra Madre, who 
proposed the alfalfa-wheat com¬ 
bination as one means of ade¬ 
quately feeding the starving peo¬ 
ple of war-tom countries. 

"It tastes good,” said Dr. Clem¬ 
ents, “and certainly the alfalfa 
flour is rich in the needed vita¬ 
mins, minerals, proteins, carbo¬ 
hydrates and fats.” 

Using one-third alfalfa flour 
to two-thirds wheat, Bower pro¬ 
duces a meal for baking uses 
having a higher vitamin and pro- j 
tein content than the new "dark” 
wheat flour, he said. He and his 
family have been eating alfalfa 
food for over 30 years. 

Alfalfa can be grown in agri¬ 
cultural areas clear around the 
world in the belt between 20 and 
40 degrees north latitude. A crop 
planted this spring would pro¬ 
duce two cuttings before next 
winter, the critical period for Eu¬ 
rope, Dr. Clements added. 

"It would be much better to 
have these children eating alfal¬ 
fa flour than chewing bacon rinds i 
and leather.” Dr. Clements con¬ 
tinued. “This is a filling, nu¬ 
tritious, life-giving food.”

could go far toward filling an 
urgent need. 

A short time ago, the Director 
of Home Economics of a Cali¬ 
fornia school, asked Bower to 
bring out if possible a special 
preparation rich in both vitamins 
and mineral salts which could be 
served in a palatable form to the 
many under-nourished children of 
the city schools. Two schools 
were assigned for a real clinical 
test on a preparation that was 
worked out. The schools were 
located in the poorer sections of 
the citv. and all the pupils were 
Mexican children, almost all of 
them very much underweight and 
under-nourished, and susceptible 
to the children’s deficiency dis¬ 
eases. One hundred of the most 
needy of each school were select¬ 
ed and a feeding test was con¬ 
ducted on these for four and one- 
half months, each pupil receiving 
an adequate amount of the food 
each day for that period. The 
test was conducted under the di¬ 
rection of a physician. the school 
nurse and school principal.

WORK WANTED 


Because of the world-wide food 
scarcity. President Truman has 
called on Victory gardeners to 
•oritinue in 1946 the home produc¬ 
tion of vegetables which added so 
much to the national food supply 
during the war. 

The President’s appeal will take 
many gardeners by surprise, and 
cause them to change their plans, 
if they had expected to convert 
their vegetable plots to flowers this 
spring. It is recognized that only 
a serious emergency would have 
caused the appeal. 

Reports of reduced commercial 
production and higher costs have 
been widely current, and predic¬ 
tions of a curtailed pack of canned 
goods have been made. The Presi¬ 
dent's appeal asks for both pro¬ 
duction and preserving of food by 
amateurs. Just as during the war, 
In order to increase the country’s 
total supply. Forty per cent of this 
total in war years was credited to 
Victory gardens. 

Immediate steps to inaugurate a 
government campaign to back up 
the President’s appeal were taken 
by Secretary Anderson, who named 
Paul C. Stark of Missouri director 
of the National Garden Program 
and head of a committee to plan 
the department of agriculture’s 
participation in the campaign. 

Mr. Stark will also maintain 
liaison with other agencies in¬ 
volved, both governmental and 
private. The program will be car-

ried forward in the various locali¬ 
ties by working through the State 
Extension Services and other es¬ 
tablished agencies. 

Commenting on the plans for this 
year, the President said: 

‘During the war period, garden¬ 
ing further demonstrated its value 
to our people in many ways. The 
splendid response to the appeal 
for more home-produced food was 
an important factor In making It 
possible during the war for the 
people of this country to be better 
fed than before the war while sup¬ 
plying the best-fed fighting forces 
in the world and providing essen¬ 
tial food supplies to our allies. The 
threat of starvation In many parts 
of the world and the urgent need 
for food from this country empha¬ 
size the Importance of continued 
effort to add to our total food 
supply this year. 

“A continuing program of gar¬ 
dening will be of great benefit to 
our people. In addition to the con¬ 
tribution gardens make to better 
nutrition, their value in providing 
outdoor physical exercise, recrea¬ 
tion and relaxation from the strain 
of modem life is widely recognized.

The first radish he harvests 
thrills the home gardener more 
than tho first robin. Three weeks, 
mor: or less, from the time the 
seed is sown, round, red, spicy 
roots are ready to serve, bringing 
to the menu a z< st which stimulates 
winter-jaded appetites. 

Yet many home gardeners have 
had trouble devising a rad h pro-, 
gram which would avoid the waste 
that confes when a planting is 
too lar:; , and only a fraction can 
be used before the roots turn pithy, 
and must be thrown away. 

The cause of this is the very 
short season that early radishes re¬ 
main edible. The carl'er they are 
the shorter tiiis season, because 
they are growing fast, and quirkly 
pass by the edible stage on their 
way to the goal of all plant life, 
tho production of seed. 

With radishes, as with other 
crops, you must sow according to 
what you need. Figure out the 
number you will use in a week, and 
estimate that twelve early radishes 
can be produced in a foot of gar¬ 
den row.

Then sow a week’s sup¬ 
ply of an early variety at a time. 
Midscason radishes will be usable 
for two weeks, so two weeks’ sup¬ 
ply of them can be sown. The early 
varieties do not grow well In hot 
weather. If you want a supply all 
summer, sow a late, summer vari¬ 
ety for that season. But frequent 
sowings in small lots is a good rule 
for all except winter radishes which 
take two months to mature and 
remain good for six weeks. They 
grow very large, some weighing 
several pounds. 

One way to grow early radishes 
Is to mix them with the seeds of 
parsley, parnips, carrots nnd beets, 
all of which are slow to germinate. 
Not more than a tenth as many 
radishes as the other seeds should 
be used.

The next question is as to whether the additional 
a new building shall be raised by taxation, by a bond 
public subscription. 

The City Fathers are strictly against a bond issue. That takes 
years to pay off with huge interest costs. 

Public subscription is heavy on the few and it is doubtful if 
sufficient money could be raised that way. 

The taxaxtion method is the fair way for every one to helo 
and do his share. 

Why should we be taxed now, if the building is not to be 
erected for two or three years? 

Because to erect a building, we must have the money. We 
can't build it and then run the chance of putting it on the tax 
roll. The money raised will be put out at interest and will make 
money instead of our having to pay interest.
